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A Home Talk. 

We quite agree with our morning 
cotem. that rents in Reno are too high. 
Business men cannot pay such exorbi- 
tantrental when times are so very 
dull, and cash business is so limited. 
Fred Witherill recently sold ont to 
his partner, and now his partner, Mr. 
Salisbury, advertises his store and 
house and lot for sale. 
has determined to discontinue the 
clothing business; says “there is noth- 
ing in it.“ R. Nash & Co. are now 
closing out in the grocery and provi- 
sion business, and Mr. Nash intends 
leaving soon for Esmeralda county. 
We regret to learn that these men are 
forced by the times and high rents to 
discontinue business in our town, and 
some of them to move their families 
from our midst. Property holders 
should encourage business men to 
come to Reno. Manufactures and 
other industries should thrive here, 
but they say after afew months’ ex- 
perience, “Your property holders and 
business men will not let us do so.” 
A man of considerable capital said to 
us a few weeks ago: “I had a number 
of men under my employ, and thought 
of doing a large business near or in 
Reno. I purchased ef your merchants 
and paid them cash for merchandise 
in large quantities. But what was 
my chagrin when I found that I was 
paying the highest prices for the arti- 
cles which I bought, and even ina 
number of instances more than others 
were paying who purchased at retail 
on credit.” Hefurthersaid: “I spoke 
of our mines, and of the manufactur- 
ing advantages which our town and 
county offered. But when I said the 
place to which I refer is Reno, they 
said, ‘No; we know Reno. If they can 
cinch one there they'll do it.““ Ho- 
bart started a broom manufactory 
here, and offered to sell brooms at 
San Francisco prices, but could sot 
do so. Ia a few weeks’ time he was 

compelled to leave. Gamble & Co. 
of Vallejo, offered to start a woolea 
mill here, and proposed tofurnish $10,- 
000 toward starting such a mill, pro- 
vided our citizens and men of prop- 
erty would put up $10,000 to be held 
by them as stock, so many shares, and 
on equal partvership terms with Gam- 
ble & Co. We did not do so for such 
petty reasons as these: Reno men 
should own the mapufactory ;” “tithes 
are hard “not enough immediate 
money in it for me,” etc. This sort 
of policy is suicidal; we as citizens 
should work for our own future as 
well as our present interests. We are 
now at loggerheads about building a 
respectable school house for the town. 
A number think some one else will 
reap some benefit by the erection or 
in furnishing this building, etc. We 
are aware there is little virtue in a 
newspaper speaking plainly to its pa 

trons of their faults. To beslime with 
fulsome flattery is politic, and we 
Ameticans can be immersed in it and 
deny that any one can flatter us. But, 
fellow citizens, we believe our selfish- 
ness is operating toour detriment. We 
may see things in a. wrong light, but 
we have voiced our own opinion 


and that of others, and we only ask 
the reader to select what is applicable 
to his own case. If in error, correct 
“us. We desire, however, that the in- 
nocent reprimand us.

The reason no salt is made during the 
Winter months is that the brine is 
pumped into large shallow open vats, 
and there exposed to the action of the 
sun which is the great agent of evap. 
oration. The salt condenses into crys- | 
tals and when sacked is ready ſœ mar- 
ket.
